REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
application discloses a process for producing olefins from a hydrocarbon comprising (a) 
passing a first feed stream to a first reaction zone, (b) producing a mixed feed stream 
comprising the product from step (a), a second feed stream comprising a hydrocarbon 
feedstock and an oxygen, and (c) passing the mixed feedstream to a second reaction 
zone which does not contain a supported platinum group metal catalyst or any catalytic 
material that is capable of supporting combustion beyond the normal fuel rich limit of 
flammability. The closest art is to Rapier et al. (U.S. Patent 7,074,9770. However, 
Rapier is not available as a prior art because the instant application has an earlier filing 
date. A prior art to Griffiths et al. (U.S. Patent 6,433.234 which is cited on PTO-1449) 
discloses a process similar to the instant application but the second reaction zone 
contains a catalyst which is capable of supporting auto-thermal cracking process. The 
closest prior art is WO 02/04389 A1 reference which discloses two catalytic reaction 
zones for producing olefins from a hydrocarbon. The first reaction zone contains a 
catalyst which is capable of supporting combustion beyond the fuel rich limit of 
flammability. The second reaction zone preferably contains a catalyst which is 
substantially incapable of supporting combustion beyond the fuel rich limit of 
flammability (i.e., conventional dehydrogenation catalyst). However, the WO reference 
does not disclose the mixing step (b) of the instant application and there is no 
suggestion to include such step. There is no suggestion to combine Griffiths and WO to 
lead to the instant claimed steps (b) and (c).
